Bill Bans Newspapers 
From Radio Business 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (A*)—Rep. 
Huber (D-Ohio) today introduced a 
bill “to prevent newspapers from 
controlling radio and television sta­ 
tions.” 
The bill would forbid the com­ 
munications commission to grant a 
new 
broadcasting 
license 
or 
to 
authorize transfer of an existing 
permit to any person or corporation 
“directly or indirectly controlling” 
a newspaper “of general circula­ 
tion.” 
Huber’s bill would not apply to 
stations now operating and now 
controlled by newspapers.

The Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
grimly warned President Truman 
that our troops cannot hold Korea 
against the swarming anthill of 
Chinese Communists, and, as a re­ 
sult, that the Navy is now preparing 
to evacuate our ground forces from 
the Korean peninsula.

These are some of the unpleasant 
facts placed before leaders of Con­ 
gress in late-night sessions with ad­ 
ministration representatives. 
A double-Dunkerque may in fact 
be necessary to pull out the Tenth 
Corps from the east coast and the 
Eighth Army from the west coast. 
It is no longer a secret that our 
main worry is th at the Russians 
might choose this moment to start 
World War II by striking at our 
evacuating army by air and sub­ 
marine. The Russians, with 1.000.000 
troops in Siberia, plus 4,500 airplanes 
at Siberian bases, plus about 60 sub­ 
marines in Siberian waters are ful­ 


ly aware of the fact that It would 
be possible for them to try to sink 
the bul': of our army, just as the 
Japanese sank our Navy at Pearl 
Harbor. 
All this doesn’t mean th at oui 
troops have been hopelessly routed. 
Several 
trapped 
regiments 
have 
been chewed to bits, and the cas­ 
ualty figures will stun the nation. 
However, the bulk of the Tenth 
Corps and Eighth Army are still in­ 
tact. In fact, the joint chiefs be» 
lleve they could keep a toe hold on 
Korea by rushing reinforcements, 
but this would tie up our full fight­ 
ing strength and would be more 
costly than the Korean appendix Ls 
worth. 
The cost in American lives of the 
Korean retreat hasn’t been esti­ 
mated. However, the Pentagon has 
received spot figures which forbode 
a terrible casualty list — higher 
than th at of the Battle of the Bulge.

Bell Telephone 
Asks Exemption 
From Profit Tax 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 6 (/P) 
The Bell System asked the Senate 
today to put an exemption for tele­ 
phone companies in the House-ap: 
proved bill imposing a 75 per cent 
tax on “excess” corporate profits. 
Hal S. Dumas told the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee that the proposed 
tax m ight prevent phone compan­ 
ies from financing vital defense 
work. 
Dumas, president of the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Com­ 
pany, came from Atlanta, Ga., to 
speak for the entire Bell System. 
“We’re scared to death of this 
bill.” he told the committee, which 
is conducting hearings to determine 
what changes should be made In 
the measure before sending it to 
the Senate floor.

Previously the French had insist­ 
ed on creation of a unified Europ­ 
ean defense ministry before using 
German troops. They had also, up 
to now, insisted on the pooling of 
Western Europe’s coal and steel 
resources under the Schuman plan 
as condition for German participa­ 
tion in the defense setup. 
Victory For U. S. 
The change in the French atti­ 
tude represented a clear victory for 
the United States. The Americans 
want to get the Germans into a 
European army as soon as possible. 
The move came as President Tru­ 
man and Prime Minister Attlee an­ 
nounced in Washington that the 
Western defense powers will move 
urgently to build up Atlantic de­ 
fenses against Soviet aggression. 
The North Atlantic pact deputies 
are meeting in London to consider 
ways to bripg West German troops 
into the Western defense forces. 
Gazier said that H em Alphand, 
the French delegate to the London 
meeting, has been instructed to sup­ 
port a compromise being presented 
to the deputies by U. S. Delegate 
Charles Spofford. 
Convene In January 
Spofford has sought to reconcile 
the American view calling for div- 
ision-size German units—supported 
by IO other Atlantic pact nations— 
with previous French insistence that 
the Germans be allowed only the 
“smallest practicable” units. 
The meeting called by the French 
to form a European army within 
the Auantic pact will convene in 
January, Gazier said, but he did 
not specify whether the delegates 
to this session would be ministers, 
ambassadors or experts.

The Joint Chiefs of Staff have

These are some of the unpleasant 
facts placed before leaders of Con­ 
gress in late-night sessions with ad­ 
ministration representatives.

It Is no longer a secret that our 
main worry is that the Russians 
might choose this moment to start 
World War II by striking at our 
evacuating army by air and sub­ 
marine. The Russians, with 1,000,000 
troops in Siberia, plus 4,500 airplanes 
at Siberian bases, plus about 60 sub­ 
marines in Siberian waters are ful­ 


ly aware of the fact that it would 
be possible for them to try to sink 
the bul': of our army, just as the 
Japanese sank our Navy at Pearl 
Harbor. 
All this doesn’t mean that oui 
troops have been hopelessly routed. 
Several 
trapped 
regiments 
have 
been chewed to bits, and the cas­ 
ualty figures will stun the nation. 
However, the bulk of the Tenth 
Corps and Eighth Army are still In­ 
tact. In fact, the joint chiefs be­ 
lieve they could keep a toe hold on 
Korea by rushing reinforcements, 
but this would tie up our full fight­ 
ing strength and would be more 
costly than the Korean appendix is 
worth. 
The cost in American lives of the 
Korean retreat hasn’t been esti­ 
mated. However, the Pentagon has 
received spot figures which forbode 
a terrible casualty list — higher 
than that of the Battle of the Bulge.

America's Atom Lead 


Debate as to whether Russia has the atom bomb 
died out a year or more ago In a general feeling that 
Russian spies had stolen its secrets in the U. S. and 
the Soviet probably had it. There has been little 
comparison—because atomic secrets are kept from the 
American people if not from Russian spies—of the 
probable strength of the United 8tates and Russia in 
this field. 
Most Americans believe this country has an 
atomic lead which Russia cannot overcome for years. 
But, of course, they do not know. 
It seems to be generally accepted now, though, 
that the destruction that can be wrought by the 
bomb is limited. Hundreds of them would be required 
to destroy the great industries of either Russia or 
the United States. Production of the bomb is a slow 
and costly process. 
Moreover, an atom bomb does not find a target 
unaided. It must be transported there. Whether the 
United States has bases and heavy bombers, and 
fighters for cover, in sufficient strength to decimate 
Russian industry is doubtful. Some of the bases, at 
least, would be useless if European allies ran out on 
this country or were overrun by the Reds. 
That the United States has a great many more 
atomic bombs than Russia and can produce them 
more rapidly, are probably accurate surmises. But 
there is no longer the conviction that the atom bomb, 
unaided, can take care of Russia that there was 
several years ago. 


Too Many People? 


Frequently alarmists declare that within the 
predictable future tile world's soil will be inadequate 
to take care of the world’s population. The soil is 
deteriorating in fertility and the world’s population— 
In spite of wars—is :apidly increasing, it is pointed out. 
Peoples in many lands are close to starvation now, 
goes the thesis, and famine will be of unprecedented 
proportions if drouths, wars or other catastrophes 
become widespread. 
Reason for the world’s growth in population is 
the increase in life expectancy of human beings. As 
nearly as they have been able with the evidence 
available, scientists have determined that in pre­ 
historic times a man’s life expectancy was 18 years. 
Two thousand years ago in Rome the average man 
could expect to live 22 years. 
During the Middle Ages in England life expectancy 
had been extended to 35 years. It remained at that 
point until the middle of the Nineteenth Century, 
when medical and surgical science began making 
great discoveries, people were educated in hygiene 
and governments began showing, interest in public 
sanitation. 
By 1900 life expectancy in the United States had 
leaped to 49.2 years and today it stands at 66 years. 
In more backward countries It is less than that but 
steadily climbing as new methods are accepted. 
Malthus, an Englishman who died 113 years ago, 
had a theory based on historical research that catas­ 
trophe, famine, war, plagues and other evils beset 
mankind when population threatened to outgrow 
resources. Peoples of the world are hopeful today that 
through opening of new agricultural areas the Malthus 
theory can be beaten. In a peaceful world the prob­ 
ability would be great. 
But if the Malthus theory is inexorable in its 
working, then life in succeeding generations surely 
will be a time of sorrow. 


Mugging 
Mugging is a word used by police to describe a 
street holdup accompanied by violence. It has been 
appearing with disturbing frequency in metropolitan 
police news, and its repetition suggests that urban 
streets are anything but safe after dark. 
Grandfather knew the mugger as a footpad or 
highwayman. But the latter were solo operators. The 
mugger works with one or two similarly unlovely 
characters who gang up on a victim, slug him, rob 
him and run. 
Police haven’t been notably successful in coping 
with this particular brand of crime. Victims are taken 
by surprise and, of course, under cover of darkness. 
The combination defeats attempts at identification. 
So police have asked for the public’s cooperation. 
Don’t, they say, flash a roll of bills in public 
places, thereby inviting attack. Avoid dark streets. If 
that isn’t always possible, don’t stop to answer ques­ 
tions or hand matches to strangers. 
The advice is concise and common sense. Re­ 
enforced by adequate prison sentences on perpetrators 
who are caught and convicted, it should help to reduce 
a particularly odious form of crime. What makes 
crimes of this sort easily possible, of course, is the 
knowledge that victims are unarmed. It is. in fact, 
against the law for them to arm themselves against 
such onslaughts. 


Cigarets And Cash 
Many features of the war in Korea are different 
from those of World War n . One is the usefulness of 
cigarets as a substitute for money. In World War II 
American service men in most foreign theaters found 
that cigarets were a universal currency. They would 
sometimes buy things which could not be had for 
money, and the apparent dollar value in trade for 
goods was usually far above their price at home. 
American soldiers moving through Korea have 
used cigarets for money, but not with anything like 
the success of the operation in World War II. They 
are likely to get less in exchange value than the 
cigarets are worth, rather than more. Production of 
American cigarets Is now about twice what it was at 
the start of World War n . The thing which has 
happened to cigaret currency Is what happens to any 
other; when more of it is put into circulation, it loses 
value.

Menopausal Symptoms 
Can Be Relieved 
f 


HERE is no need for women to 
suffer during the menopause 
because 
tablets and 
“shots” 
are available to alleviate dis­ 
tress. But physicians are careful 
not to prescribe hormones for every 
little hot flash or attack of jitters. 
They have found from experience 
th a t indiscriminate usage of these 
products has too many drawbacks. 
The change of life is accompanied 
by a gradual or sudden cessation 
of the menses with alterations in 
the reproductive structures. It most 
commonly occurs between 45 and 50 
years of age. The pattern is not 
consistent in th at the menopause 
begins earlier or later in some and 
may last for a few months to several 
years. In about 25 per cent of the 
women the periods atop without any 
other disturbance. Sixty per cent 
have mild symptoms, not severe 
enough to interfere with their usual 
occupation or to demand treatm ent. 
This leaves 10 to 15 per cent who 
are incapacitated and require hor­ 
mone therapy. 
• — • — • 
The hot flash probably is the most 
annoying feature. It may come on 
any time in the day or night and 
creates embarrassment, especially at 
a formal dinner dance. It consists 
of a sudden sensation of heat in 
the upper half of the body aa 
though the sun were coming a little 
closer to the earth. In addition, the 
skin flushes and now and then the 
attack is accompanied by a sm other­ 
ing sensation, profuse perspiration, 
dizziness, flashes of light before the 
eyes, and tingling about the head, 
neck, and body. Sometimes these 
bouts end within a few momenta 
but they may last as long as 30 
minutes. The number varies; some 
have 30 to 50 flashes a day. Milady 
also may notice a tendency to tire 
easily and may be more irritable 
and apprehensive than usual. In ­ 
somnia, flatulence, and headache 
are not unusual. Pre-existing ail­ 
m ents may be intensified. 


It is not easy to determine wheth­ 
er any associated emotional dis­ 
orders are related to the menopause. 
After all, this is a period of life in 
which many changes are experi­ 
enced, any one of which may lead 
to nervous manifestations. Individ­ 
uals in their forties have climbed 
the mountain peak and are starting 
to descent on the other side. Finan­ 
cial problems may increase tension 
and there are signs of bodily wear 
and tear. Having a baby at thla age 
could create an unusual burden 
yet there is an inherent drive to 
retain the reproductive function. 
B ut great care must be taken not 
to blame every disorder on the m en­ 
opause. Obesity, for example, is not 
caused by the cessation of m enstru­ 
ation; neither is hypertension, can­ 
cer, or arthritis. These conditions 
are coincidental because they are 
more common in middle age than 
in younger groups. 
The hormones are administered 
hypodermically or in tablet form. 
M any varieties are available inas­ 
much as they are made by num er­ 
ous pharmaceutical houses. 
Thy­ 
roid extract often is used in con­ 
junction with the sex hormones be­ 
cause many menopausal women are 
in need of this additional lift. 
Sedatives help to allay apprehen­ 
sion. But the sex hormones are 
powerful and too m uch may stim u­ 
late menstruation. In addition, they 
aggravate cancer if it is present. 
This 
possibility 
explains 
why 
a 
thorough examination is necessary 
before substances of this nature are 
taken.

Attlee And Truman Have Similar Characteristics; Churchill Helped Arrange 


Attlee Trip; Writes Poetry About British W orkingm an's District

HE CITIZENS mourned 
and 
the city mourned; they had 
lost the flower of their youth, 
and there were none to replace 
them.

This is a fragm ent from the ac­ 
count of how the people of Athens 
received the fearful news of the loss 
of their army at Syracuse, nearly 
2.500 years ago. History is cruelly 
repetitious. 
Thucydides 
describes 
with cold precision how incredulity 
and rage, then sorrow and terror, 
successively gripped and shook the 
Athenians. In these days we in 
America have likewise been gripped 
and shaken by the same hideous 
sequence of emotions. 
Yet “consternation unutterable” 
cannot be the final response to 
disaster of any nation th at wishes 
to survive. It is necessary, there­ 
fore, to try to see, first of all, just 
how the disaster in Korea has af­ 
fected our situation all over the 
world. The following is the best 
summary th at can be offered of 
the grim balance sheet of calamity 
th at the American policy-makers 
have been busy casting up. 
First, the situation in Asia has 
deteriorated so far th at it may well 
prove impossible 
to contain 
the 
back-wash of the Korean defeat. 
The chances are at least nine to 
one th at their success in Korea will 
encourage the Chinese to attack 
again in Indo-China, and perhaps 
to seize Hongkong. Meanwhile, the 
Japanese people, encouraged by the 
spectacle of our misfortune, seeing 
their country left without a garri­ 
son, may well attem pt to throw off 
the yoke of the occupation. Every 
Asiatic 
government 
is 
already 
trembling, and the mere loss of 
Indo-China will alone be enough to 
cause the eventual loss of all Asia.

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America's Atom Lead 


Debate as to whether Russia has the atom bomb 
died out a year or more ago in a general feeling that 
Russian spies had stolen its secrets in the U. S. and 
the Soviet probably had it. There has been little 
comparison—because atomic secrets are kept from the 
American people if not from Russian spies—of the 
probable strength of the United States and Russia in 
this field. 
Most Americans believe this country has an 
atomic lead which Russia cannot overcome for years. 
But. of course, they do not know. 
It seems to be generally accepted now, though, 
that the destruction that can be wrought by the 
bomb is limited Hundreds of them would be required 
to destroy the great Industries of either Russia or 
the United States. Production of the bomb is a slow 
and costly process. 
Moreover, an atom bomb does not find a target 
unaided. It must be transported there. Whether the 
United States has bases and heavy bombers, and 
fighters for cover, in sufficient strength to decimate 
Russian industry is doubtful. 8ome of the bases, at 
least, would be useless if European allies ran out on 
this country or were overrun by the Reds. 
That the United States has a great many more 
atomic bombe than Russia and can produce them 
more rapidly, are probably accurate surmises. But 
there is no longer the conviction that the atom bomb, 
unaided, can take care of Russia that there was 
several years ago. 


Too Many People? 


Frequently alarmists declare that within the 
predictable future the world’s soil will be inadequate 
to take care of the world’s population. The soil is 
deteriorating in fertility and the world’s population— 
In spite of wars—is lapidly increasing, it is pointed out. 
Peoples in many lands are close to starvation now, 
goes the thesis, and famine will be of unprecedented 
proportions if drouths, wars or other catastrophes 
become widespread. 
Reason for the world’s growth in population is 
the increase in life expectancy of human beings. As 
nearly as they have been able with the evidence 
available, scientists have determined that in pre­ 
historic times a man’s life expectancy was 18 years. 
Two thousand years ago in Rome the average man 
could expect to live 22 years. 
During the Middle Ages in England life expectancy 
had been extended to 35 years. It remained at that 
point until the middle of the Nineteenth Century, 
when medical and surgical science began making 
great discoveries, people were educated in hygiene 
and governments began showing, interest in public 
sanitation. 
By 1900 life expectancy in the United States had 
leaped to 49.2 years and today it stands at 66 years. 
In more backward countries it is less than that but 
steadily climbing as new methods are accepted. 
Malthus, an Englishman who died 113 years ago, 
had a theory based on historical research that catas­ 
trophe, famine, war, plagues and other evils beset 
mankind when population threatened to outgrow 
resources. Peoples of the world are hopeful today that 
through opening of new agricultural areas the Malthus 
theory can be beaten. In a peaceful world the prob­ 
ability would be great. 
But if the Malthus theory is inexorable in its 
working, then life in succeeding generations surely 
will be a time of sorrow. 


Mugging 
Mugging is a word used by police to describe a 
street holdup accompanied by violence. It has been 
appearing with disturbing frequency in metropolitan 
police news, and its repetition suggests that urban 
streets are anything but safe after dark. 
Grandfather knew the mugger as a footpad or 
highwayman. But the latter were solo operators. The 
mugger works with one or two similarly unlovely 
characters who gang up on a victim, slug him, rob 
him and run. 
Police haven’t been notably successful in coping 
with this particular brand of crime. Victims are taken 
by surprise and, of course, under cover of darkness. 
The combination defeats attempts at identification. 
So police have asked for the public’s cooperation. 
Don’t, they say, flash a roll of bills in public 
places, thereby inviting attack. Avoid dark streets. If 
that isn’t always possible, don’t stop to answer ques­ 
tions or hand matches to strangers. 
The advice is concise and common sense. Re­ 
enforced by adequate prison sentences on perpetrators 
who are caught and convicted, it should help to reduce 
a particularly odious form of crime. What makes 
crimes of this sort easily possible, of course, is the 
knowledge that victims are unarmed. It is, in fact, 
against the law for them to arm themselves against 
such onslaughts.

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Menopausal Symptoms 
Can Be Relieved 
T 


HERE is no need for women to 
suffer during the menopause 
because tablets and “shots" 
are available to alleviate dis­ 
tress. But physicians are careful 
not to prescribe hormones for every 
little hot flash or attack of jitters. 
They have found from experience 
that indiscriminate usage of these 
products has too many drawbacks. 
The change of life is accompanied 
by a gradual or sudden cessation 
of the menses with alterations in 
the reproductive structures. It most 
commonly occurs between 45 and 50 
years of age. The pattern is not 
consistent in that the menopause 
begins earlier or later in some and 
may last for a few months to several 
years. In about 25 per cent of the 
women the periods stop without any 
other disturbance. Sixty per cent 
have mild symptoms, not severe 
enough to interfere with their usual 
occupation or to demand treatment. 
This leaves IO Jo 15 per cent who 
are incapacitated and require hor­ 
mone therapy. 


The hot flash probably is the most 
annoying feature. It may come on 
any time in the day or night and 
creates embarrassment, especially at 
a formal dinner dance. It consists 
of a sudden sensation of heat in 
the upper half of the body as 
though the sun were coming a little 
closer to the earth. In addition, the 
skin flushes and now and then tho 
attack is accompanied by a smother­ 
ing sensation, profuse perspiration, 
dizziness, flashes of light before the 
eyes, and tingling about the head, 
neck, and body. Sometimes these 
bouts end within a few moments 
but they may last as long as 30 
minutes. The number varies; some 
have 30 to 50 flashes a day. Milady 
also may notice a tendency to tire 
easily and may be more irritable 
and apprehensive than usual. In­ 
somnia, flatulence, and headache 
are not unusual. Pre-existing ail­ 
ments may be intensified. 


It is not easy to determine wheth­ 
er any associated emotional dis­ 
orders are related to the menopause. 
After all, this is a period of life in 
which many changes are experi­ 
enced, any one of which may lead 
to nervous manifestations. Individ­ 
uals in their forties have climbed 
the mountain peak and are starting 
to descent on the other side. Finan­ 
cial problems may increase tension 
and there are signs of bodily wear 
and tear. Having a baby at this age 
could create an unusual burden 
yet there is an inherent drive to 
retain the reproductive function. 
But great care must be taken not 
to Maine every disorder on the men­ 
opause. Obesity, for example, is not 
caused by the cessation of menstru­ 
ation; neither is hypertension, can­ 
cer, or arthritis. These conditions 
are coincidental because they are 
more common in middle age than 
in younger groups. 
The hormones are administered 
hypodermically or in tablet form. 
Many varieties are available inas­ 
much as they are made by numer­ 
ous pharmaceutical houses. Thy­ 
roid extract often is used in con­ 
junction with the sex hormones be­ 
cause many menopausal women are 
in need ol this additional lift. 
Sedatives help to allay apprehen­ 
sion. But the sex hormones are 
powerful and too much may stimu­ 
late menstruation. In addition, they 
aggravate cancer if it is present. 
This possibility explains why a 
thorough examination is necessary 
before substances of this nature are 
taken.

Cigarets And Cash

cigarets as a substitute for money. In World War II 
American service men in most foreign theaters found 
that cigarets were a universal currency. They would 
sometimes buy things which could not be had for 
money, and the apparent dollar value in trade for 
goods was usually far above their price at home. 
American soldiers moving through Korea have 
used cigarets for money, but not with anything like 
the success of the operation in World War II. They 
are likely to get less in exchange value than the 
cigarets are worth, rather than more. Production of 
American cigarets is now about twice what it was at 
the start of World War II. The thing which has 
happened to cigaret currency is what happens to any 
other; when more oI it is put into circulation, it loses 
value.

It would be fought In the 
air and along the sea coast. The 
United States would not use the 
atom bomb, but it has some other 
devastating bombs of a conventional 
nature which can be used for a sus­ 
tained attack on Chinese strategic 
centers, and this can be kept tip for 
months, and even years, lf neces­ 
sary, to secure the desired result. 
By the use of the American fleet 
and such naval units from other 
UN members es are available, a 
general blockade of the entire Chi­ 
nese coast can be effectively im­ 
posed. Likewise, American bombing 
squadrons can destroy Chinese com­ 
munications from the south of Chi­ 
na as well as the north, and carry 
on a campaign of harassment which 
would undoubtedly encourage the 
formation of huge troops of “volun­ 
teers” of another kind. With a pop­ 
ulation of 450.000.000 in China, it is 
to be assumed that, if the Commun­ 
ists can raise an army of “volun­ 
teers” to fight in Korea against the 
UN. there may be an equal or great­ 
er number of “volunteers" who can 
be mobilized to support the UN. 
Also, to borrow an Idea from Vish- 
insky — there could be a million 
Japanese “volunteers" mobilized to 
support the UN in Manchuria. 
So far as can be determined now. 
the action of the UN will not be one 
of war against China or the Chinese 
people, but against one faction in 


China, namely, the Communists 
There is precedent for this. On April 
20. 1914, the late Pre ident Wood­ 
row Wilson appeared before Con­ 
gress and asked authority to ase the 
armed forces of the United States, 
not to make war on the Mexican 
people, but. as he phrased It in Iii* 
personal address to Congress: 
" . . to UNO the armed forces of 
the United .Stair- in such way*- and 
to such ait extent as may be ne* ro­ 
sary to obtain from General Huerta 
and his adherents the fullest recog­ 
nition of the rights and dignity of 
the United States, even amid the 
distressing conditions now unhap­ 
pily obtaining in Mexico” 
Tf the name of "Mao” is sub­ 
stituted for “Huerta” and “China* 
for “Mexico" the situation insofar 
as legal authority Is concerned be­ 
comes almost parallel. 
Whenever the President of th# 
United States asks the authority of 
Congress 
to 
employ 
the 
armed 
forces of this oountrv It Is In effect 
a recognition of a state of war In 
this instance, however, it is logical 
for President Truman to wait for 
the UN Assembly to act before 
asking the authority of Congress to 
employ the armed forrea of the 
United .States in aupport of the UN 
resolution. 
It may be contended 
that our armed forces are already 
in Korea upon an order of th# 
President and that no ratification 
by Congress is necessary, but be­ 
cause of the many involved legal 
precedents a resolution by Congress 
would stem desirable 
One reason for the passage of a 
formal resolution recognizing a stat# 
of war with one faction of China 
would be to acquire an entirely new

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The Disaster

IHE CITIZENS mourned and 
the city mourned; they had 
lost the flower of their youth, 
and there were none to replace 
them.

ship, it is not hard to understand fore. to try to see, first of all, just 
why* Attlee should have consulted how the disaster in Korea has af- 
Churchill or that Churchill advised fected our situation all over th# 
him that he should take the trip to world.

Third, the revealed descrepancies 
in Soviet and Western timetables 
are now downright terrifying.

(O grasp the enormous forces 
of the Chinese Communists it 
is necessary to go back into 
their history. 
In 1919, students in Shanghai and 
Peking 
determined 
that 
China 
would never sign the Paris Peace 
Treaty which recognized Japan’s 
rights in Shantung. A students’ 
strike was organized which soon 
spread to a general strike, encom­ 
passing the entire nation. It was a 
normal response of patriotic youth 
to the betrayal of their country, an 
ally, by the statesmen at Versailles. 
In my book. “The Tinderbox in 
Asia,” published in 1932, I wrote: 
. . I do not recall a single in­ 
stance of a student expressing an­ 
tagonism to Russia. I do remember 
numerous expressions of a desire 
to visit Russia to discover there the 
process of freeing China from im­ 
perialism as Russia was being freed 
from imperialism. , .** 


Sun

curious 
about Soviet Russia not because 
of its social and political the­ 
ories but because the Russians 
had succeeded in pushing out 
the Westerners. Hundreds, per­ 
haps even thousands of Chinese 
students trekked to Soviet Rus­ 
sia to see for themselves. In 
Russia they encountered no ra­ 
cial attitudes of any kind. The 
Anglo-Saxon superiority which 
these students had known in 
Shanghai, Hongkong, 
Canton, 
Hankow and even Peking, did 
not exist. 


By 1920, the Young Socialist As­ 
sociation and the secretariat of the 
Chinese Communist party, which in 
1950 has had 
an 
uninterrupted, 
militant existence of 30 years. China 
was actually represent ‘d 
at the 
Baku Congress of Nations in Sep­ 
tember, 1920, presided over by Zin­ 
oviev, president of the Third Inter­ 
national. Li Ta-Chao was the Chi­ 
nese member. At the second Con­ 
gress of the Third International, he 
reported that China was fully pre­ 
pared for a Communist movement. 
“China was refused everything at 
the peace conference,” he said. The 
first Congress of the Chinese Com­ 
munist Party was held in 1922. 
Michael Borodin, an American 
Communist in the service of Russia, 
was made adviser to 'Sun by agree­ 
ment with Russia in 1924. The pro­ 
cess of infiltration was then worked 
out 
experimentally 
along 
these 
lines: 


“Dr. Sun and Borodin settled 
the policy of the Kuomintang 
on the basis of a threefold 
thesis: I. Cooperation between 
the Kuomintang and the Chi­ 
nese Communist party; 2.

which Chiang Kai-Shek was the

the Russian, General 
Galensbluecher, the principal Rus­ 
sian instructor. This school was 
modelled 
upon 
the 
Red 
Army 
schools founded by Leon Trotsky. 
Russian 
instructors, 
drillmasters 
and technical experts were sent to 
W’hampoa to produce the new of­ 
ficers of China’s Red Army. 
An event occurred on May 30, 
1945. which gave the revolution its 
springboard. In the course of a 
strike in a Japanese-owned cotton 
mill in Shanghai, a Sikh policeman 
in the International settlement shot 
at a Chinese worker. 
The Communists seized the in­

to 
develop 
a 
widespread 
anti-British movement which took 
on the characteristics of a general 
strike. By exploiting anti-foreign- 
ism, they tied the hands of the 
conservative elements in the coun­ 
try.

Court Of Claims 
Rules For Ex-GI 


WASHINGTON. 
<>P>—1The 
court 
of claims ruled that an American 
soldier, captured at the fall of Wake 
island in December, 1941, is en­ 
titled to a government subsistence 
and quarters allowance of $2.35 to 
$3.50 a day for the 44 months he 


was held prisoner by the Japanese. 
The ruling means 
more 
than 
3.000 to Carl W. Dilks, who was a 
sergeant in the 18th Bomb Wing at 
the time of his capture. He was one 
of a detachment of men sent from 
Hawaii to Wake shortly before the 
outbreak of the war. 
The court ruled that, at the time 
of his capture, Dilks was entitled 
jto a monetary allowance of $2.35 a 
day in lieu of quarters and rations. 
The rate of such allowances was 
raised to $3.50 a day during his 
captivity. 


After his capture, he was required 
by the Japanese 
to 
work 
as 
a 
motorcycle 
mechanic 
for 
15 sen 
a day. At that time the sen was 
equal to one American penny.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6 (ZP) — 
The Los Angeles Rams, the most 
devastating offensive force in pro­ 
fessional football history, have the 
National Football League’s total of­ 
fensive championship all wrapped 
up today even though one week of 
league football remains to be played. 
The Rams ended their season with 
a victory over Green Bay Sunday. 
Records shows the Rams had gained 
5,420 yards and had scored 466 
points, both league records. 
iiere is a rundown on what the 
Rams did to their foes this season: 
Recorded 278 first downs, gained 
3,709 yards passing, gained 1,711 
yards rushing, threw 453 passes, 
completed 253 for an average of 55.8 
per cent, scored 64 touchdowns, kick­ 
ed 59 extra points, seven field goals, 
and suffered 1,038 yards lost in pen­ 
alties. 
Every one of those figures except 
rushing yardage represents a first 
place position in the league stand­ 
ings. 
The circuit rushing leader is Phil­ 
adelphia with 2,222 yards. The New 
York Giants are second with 2,19ft 
and the Chicago Bears third with 
2,173. 
Defensively, the Giants and Eag­ 
les hold the top position, the Giants 
on rushing and the Eagles against, 
passing. New York held its oppon­ 
ents to 3.0 yards per rush and the 
Eagles allowed only 36 A per cent ac­ 
curacy in passes against them.

He was instrumental In forming 
and holding together—under the 
most abusive kind of attack—the 
motion picture alliance for the pre­ 
servation of American Ideals. Quiet­ 
ly, he argued for hours with com­ 
pany executives who either could 
not recognize the subversives in 
their studios or preferred to ignore 
them because any such revelation 
might have hurt the fat grosses. 


He and his associates became the 
watchdogs of scripts turned out by 
left-wing writers . . . scripts which 
invariably painted the rich as grasp­ 
ing and greedy exploiters of the 
poor (who were always honest and 
downtrodden) and which portrayed 
bankers as generally despotic and

South was conservative enough 
when he put the contract into 
6-Hearts instead of being tempted 
by grand slam ideas. , He should 
have made it but failed because 
of the old fault of acting first 
and thinking afterward. 
Playing too fast. South dis­ 
carded a diamond on the spade 
Q lead. which he won with the 
K. He quickly led the club 2 to 
the A and finessed the heart Q, 
being pleased when it won. Then 
he was abruptly shocked at see­ 
ing he had only one more pos­ 
sible entry to the dummy., by 
ruffing the spade A. 
That en­ 
abled him to win a second heart 
finesse. But now he had to lead 
all the time from his own hand, 
so he had to lose to both red 
kings and was set. 
If South, noticing the desir­ 
ability of plenty of finessing, had 
counted entries, he would have 
found four, not two.

have ruffed both spade honors 
and could have had two in clubs 
by overtaking one honor with the 
A and leading the 2 to the IO.

The men have admitted nothing 
as yet, according to Lewis, who said 
they also will be questioned as to 
whether they know anything about 
fires, explosions and other recent 
vandalism in the mining section. 
The sheriff's office said the trio 
probably will be questioned today 
in the state’s attorney’s office. 
Sugars is being held in City Jail 
and D’Agostino and Whetzel are in 
the County Jail, authorities said. 
Latest incident was the burning 
of a small brakehouse at the Hamp­ 
shire Mine Tuesday afternoon. 
Destruction and theft of mine 
property 
in 
the 
Georges Creek 
region since mid-summer has re­ 
sulted in loss and damages amount­ 
ing to between $40,000 and $50,000, 
it was estimated yesterday. 
All of the Incidents, which in­ 
eluded burning and blasting of mine 
buildings, the destruction of expen­ 
sive power shovels and the theft of 
high-priced equipment, have been 
thoroughly 
investigated 
by 
the 
sheriff's office, it is reported. 
Covers Three Counties 
Sheriff Edward R. Muir pointed 
out that the vandalism and de 
struction is not only confined to 
Allegany County, but has occurred 
in Garrett County and in nearby 
West Virginia. 
He theorized that roving gangs 
could be responsible. 
Sheriff Muir was emphatic in 
•tating that he does not believe 
union workers guilty of the acts, 
as he pointed out some union- 
operated mines have been stricken. 
“The explosions and fires are 
definitely linked up,” the sheriff 
declared. 
Last summer the chain of events 
began. 
Arthur P. Hoffa, Barton 
mine owner, reported a conveyor 
belt of the Hoffa Mine at Pekin 
was damaged by a dynamite blast. 
On August 27, explosions at the 
Hoffa 
mine 
destroyed 
a 
wheel 
house. A fan house near by was 
also leveled. 
Hoffa also said that several weeks 
later the timbers of the conveyor 
were soaked with oil and ignited 
with fuses. 
However, a neighbor 
saw the fire and the Barton Hose 
Company No. 1 arrived in time to 
prevent serious damage. 
Another mine owner who has 
Buffered greatly is George D. Camp­ 
bell, of Lonaconing, who operates 
the Campbell Coal Company. 
Three times this year wire has 
been boldly taken from the trolley 
poles at his Hampshire Mine near 
Barton. Last week the looters took 
2X)00 feet.

New Steam Plant To Enable Flood 
Work To Continue In Cold Weather 


Winter weather conditions of the 
past few days have forced the con­ 
tractors of the local flood-control 
project to winterize their plant, 
Thomas E. Dickson, project engin­ 
eer, reports. 
To do this, contractors George 
and Lynch, Inc., have erected a 
steam boiler with a tank capacity 
of 3000 gallons at their batching 
plant near the Baltimore and Ohio 
Rolling Mill on Gay Street in order 
to heat water and cement to the 
required temperatures for mixing 
and placing it during the cold sea­ 
son. 
The plant is expected to begin op­ 
erations today and it will enable the 
contractor to pour cement at a 
temperature around 70 degrees even 
when the weather is much colder. 
Dickson explained that in order 
to produce strong concrete struc­ 
tures, the temperature of the cement 
must be between 50 degrees and 70 
degrees when it is placed. Depend­ 
ing upon weather conditions, he 
said, the water temperatures should 
be between 60 degrees and 90 de­ 
grees and the forms in which the 
aggregate is poured should not be 


lower than 40 degrees in tempera­ 
ture. 
Therefore, even the forms have to 
be pre-heated and all frost, ice and 
snow removed before the concrete 
is poured. 
After it has been placed in the 
forms, the air in contact with the 
cement must be maintained at a 
temperature between 50 degrees and 
70 degrees for a period of five days. 
From then until 14 days after pour­ 
ing, the cement must be kept above 
32 degrees. 
Circulating electric heaters are 
used to heat the forms and to main­ 
tain the necessary temperatures of 
the cement until the 14-day period 
is up. Sometimes, Dickson said, it 
is necessary to protect the newly 
poured concrete for much longer 
period, depending upon the weather 
conditions. 
If the arid conditions prevail, he 
explained, the aggregate must be 
kept moist by sprinkling it with 
water. In summer, the concrete 
must be kept covered with burlap 
and sprinkled with water, especially 
if the temperature of the air rises 
higher than 80 degrees, he said.

Circulating electric heaters are 
used to heat the forms and to main­ 
tain the necessary temperatures of 
the cement until the 14-day period 
is up. Sometimes, Dickson said, it 
is necessary to protect the newly 
poured concrete for much longer 
period, depending upon the weather 
conditions. 
If the arid conditions prevail, he 
explained, the aggregate must be 
kept moist by sprinkling it with 
water.
